Hawkins, state organizer; J. T. McDan 
jel, secretary-treasurer; C. H. Gullatt, 
representing the consolidated ware- 
house interests; D. A. Carmichael, rep- 
resenting the implement company, J.

of agents and other officers, headed the 
Farmers’ Union meeting tonight in the 
county courthouse.

“WE'LL FIGHT TO LAST DITCH,” 

DECLARES SAMUEL GOMPERS. 

New York, November 2.—President 
Samuel Gonmipers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, issued the following 
statement today in regard to the de- 
cision of the court of appeals of the 
District of Columbia: 

“With all due respect to the mafori- 
ty of the court I c¢annot surrender con- 
etitutional guaranteed rights because 
a judge will issue an injunction in- 
vading and denying these rights. 
Chief Justice Sheppard’s dissenting 
opinion is in defense of the constitu- 
tional and inherent rights. Minority 
opinions of courts in the past, when 
human rights were invaded, have ul- 
timately prevailed, because the laws of 
the land and the generally accepted 
rule of life, and I have an abiding 
faith’ that the rule In this case will 
prove no exception 

“If I must go to jall, I shall have 
the consciousness of the fact that oth- 
er men have tn the past been com- 
pelled to suffer in defense of justice 
and right in the cause of humanity 
and for the maintenance of human lib. 
erty.” ' 

Mr. Gompers said he would go to 
Washington immediately so as “to be 
within the jurisdiction of the court 
whatever ‘disposal is made of the case 

“We will fight to the last ditch.” 
Mr. Gompers added, “and then on be- 
yond that.” 

He did not know, however, whether 
an appeal would be taken to the su- 
preme court.

New Orleans, November 2.—W hether 
there ever wll be another convention 
of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Water- 
ways’ Association depends on what ac- 
tion congress takes at the next session. 
If the committee of 500 cannot induce 
congress to provide funds for the 
project the executive committee of the 
association is then authorized to select 
the place of meeting of the next con- 
vention and fix the day. This was de- 
cided on at the last session of the asso- 
ciation this afternoon.

The program provided for 
speeches by governors of states and 
ministers from Latin-American coun- 
tries. 

There were no governors present.

The speech was read by one of 
the delegates.

Senor Luis Toledo Herrarte, minister 
of Guatemala, later put in his appear- 
ance at the hall, accompanied by 4 
special commission from his country..

Indications point to a large, 
record-breaking, attendance upon 
Georgia Good Roads convention to be 
held in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives in Atlanta next Wednesday, 


November 10. 

This convention is called and will be 
held under the auspices of the Good 
Roads Club of Georgia, which has al- 
ready done splendid work in agitating 
the movement for better highways in 
Georgia. 

President Fred L. White and his as- 
sociates, as officers Of this organization, 
are energetically at work with a view 
to making this the biggest and best 
roads convention yet held in the state. 

Among the prominent speakers will 
be Governor Brown, Mayor Maddox, 
President Asa G. Candler, of the Atlan- 
ta Chamber of Commerce; former Govr 
ernor W. J. Northen, former Governor 
Hoke Smith. Judge W. F. Eve, of Au- 
gusta, and others. 

Purposes and Scope of the Meeting. 

Discussing the plans and purposes of 
the convention, President White has is- 
sued a statement which is, in part, 48 
follows: 

“Georgia has not, as yet, any State 
provisions for working the roads; 
therefore, this work must be carried 
on by the counties until the state cre- 
ates a highway department and appro- 
priates funds for road building. — - 

‘Money spent for good roads 1s an 
investment, but when a bond issue is 
called for in many counties it fails to 
bring the required two-thirds vote. 
Herein lies the value of organization. 
A campaign waged from county to 
county, educating and arousing the 
people over the subject of good roads, 
will enable the passage of many bond 
issues for road improvement purposes. 
Not only that, but if good roads club 
are organized in every county, the 
peomfie will learn the most improved, 
labor-saving, money-saving methods of 
road improvement; they will know that 
it takes money to build and maintain 
roads; they will stand by their road 
authorities, who are endeavoring to do 
their best to improve the roads; and 
they will see that the moneys are wise- 
ly and economically expended. Then 
these county organizations can discuss 
state ald and a state highway depart- 
ment, petitioning the legislature for 
the enactment of these bills, besides 
many more features of public interest. 

“Now, the question remains is—do 
the people of Georgia want Such an 
organized movement? Are they will- 
ing to join into an organized movement 
for the purpose of securing good 


roads? 
An Appeal to Those Interested. 
“To. those who are _ interested—to 
those who feel the need for these civic 
improvements—to those who, from a 


patriotic standpoint, want to build 
good roads, while their state is enjoy- 
ing the height of prosperity and thus 
leave an everlasting legacy to their 
descendants, this appeal is addressed 
in the hope that they will be willing 
to sacrifice a day or two of their time 
and come to Atlunta November 10 and 
enter into the discussion of the best 
solution of the good roads problem. 

“At this convention a record will be 
kept, with the names and addresses of 
all who attend. These attendants will 
undoubtedly be good roads advocates 
when they come, or will be before they 
leave: so everybody who wants to be 
known as a good roads advocate should 
“have his name written there.” 

“The program will be announced in 
a few days, bu* suffice to say it will be 
interesting. 

“The department of public roads, 
Washington. will send one of its ablest 
men to address this assembly. 

“This meeting is intended for all 
good roads advocates, and should this 
organization develop sufficient 
strength, every man who has done 
something for the good roads cause 
will be remembered. This good roads 
movement should be non-partisan, be- 
cause a division means failure. Thus 
We hope that this convention will set 
in motion a movement which will bring 
g00d roads in Georgia, and every man 
who attends will aid the cause. 

“All delegates and all those inter- 
ested in taking an active part tn good 
roads organization work. will assem- 
ble at the state capitol] November 9 at 
10 a. m.”

and ownership of private investments, 
I appreciate their manhood; and there 
are members on that board today that 
will do likewise. But think what we 
may get in future by the present 
method, under political lashing 
the qualifications provided by law for 
a railroad commissioner, which is as 
follows: “Any man 30 years old and 
allowed to vote, without reference to 
his knowledge of law or railroads, is 
eligible for a railroad commissioner.” 
These gentlemen are the real man- 
agers of all the railroads of Georgia, 
and what I say of Georgia applies 
equally to other southern states. They 
are charged with the responsibility 
and given the power of making all the 
rates and prescribing such other rules 
governing the management of al! the 
railroads. They are expected to gov- 
ern the roads in the interest of the 
people who put.them in office. 

The national administration as well 
as the state administration, which has 
been indorseq by a large majority of 
the people and the court, without 
knowing its ultimate results, have 
taken as a basis for ratemaking the 
cOst value and incomes of the various 
railroads, and have proceeded and are 
proceeding to carry out ratemaking 
for all the railroad companies on that 
theory. I admit that the theory might 
work if the government and the state 
would buy ang own the railroads, but 
the policy applied to a private invest- 
ment is infamous, unfafr, impractica- 
ble and destructive to private prop- 
erty. 

We are criticised for not spending 
money for advertising the country, 
also for not having engines and tracks 
enough to handle the business of the 
country, while at the same time this 
political control indorsed by the peo- 
ple declares that we may have a 
chance to earn 5 or 6 per cent on our 
investment based on actual amount in- 
vested, while al] other private invest- 
ments are allowed to earn whatever 
they can, and are regulated only by 
the extent of thrift, energy and good 
judgment they may have in the oper- 
ation and handling of their invest- 
ments. 

Now, for the proof to you of the 
carrying Out of this policy in Georgia, 
and that what I say of Georgia ap- 
Plies to the whole south.

At a meeting of the park board yes- 
terday afternoon a very important re- 
port was made by General Manager 
and Seceretary Dan Carey on the work 
that has been done in the city parks. 

Commissioners H.M. Patty and Sime 
Einstein, the newly elected members 
of the board, served for the first time. 

‘George F. Eubanks was elected 
president of the board to succeed J. 
R. Joyner, resigned, and Lucien Har- 
ris was elected vice president. 

In his report the general manager 
said; 

L. P. Grant Park. 


“The principal work in this park 
during the month has been the making 
of an entrance at the corner South 
Boulevard and Atlanta avenue, and the 
general improvement of that section. 
Mr. Gillespie has. done very creditable 
work. The ugly bank on Atlanta ave- 
nue has been graded and shaped for a 
distance of about 400 feet. The road, 
which formerly Wwent within a few 
feet of Atlanta avenue, has been 
changed and is now about 100 feet 
from the border of the park. A new 
entrance road has been graded from 
the Fort Walker drive to the corner 
of the park. The work of bringing 
thig new road to a permanent grade 
has progressed to a point about due 
east from the monkey house.
